Be it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Af mbly, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the ſame, That the ſaid Cadwallader Colden, together with Gold{brow 
Banyar and James Fairlie, ſhall be, and they are hereby conſtituted Truſtees for the purpoſe of dividing 
and executing deeds of partition of any of the real eſtate whereof the ſaid Cadwallader Colden, deceaſ- 
ed, at the time of his death, was ſeized as tenant in common, according to the true intent and mean- 
ing of his ſaid will, and for the ſubdiviſion thereof in and among the repreſentatives and deviſees of the

ſtructing in this State, received ſuch injury as has deprived him of the uſe of one of his hands, 
and n him nearly blind. And whereas, he hath not gained any law ful reſidence in any city or 
town within this State, and cannot therefore be ſupported as other paupers are by law directed to be 
ſupported ; and as he is evidently incapable of procuring ſubſiſtance by manual labour, it is proper that 
Legiſlative proviſion ſhould be made in the premiſes : Therefore, 

Be it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented i in Senate and Aſſembly, and it 1s hereby 
enafted by the authority of the ſame, That the overſeers of the poor of the city of Albany for the time 
being, be, and they are hereby required, annually. to procure lodging, cloathing, and ſubſiſtance for 
the ſaid John Swaney, in like manner as lodging, cloathing, and ſubſiſtence ſhall from time to time be 
provided by them for the paupers of the ſaid city; and ſhall annually deliver an account of the expence 
which has been incurred, atteſted to by one or more of them, the ſaid overſeers, to the ſuperviſors of the 
ſaid city, who ſhall certify the ſame to the Treaſurer of this State, who ſhall thereupon pay unto the 
Treaſurer of the city and county of Albany for the time being, or to his order, the amount of ſuch ac- 
count to be by him paid to the overſeers of the poor aforeſaid, and for the purpoſes aforefaid. Pro- 
vided always, That the Treaſurer of this State ſhall not in any year pay a greater ſum than fifty dollars.

WEES the monies that may be appropriated by the Congreſs of the United States, for the 

purpoſe of reparing or erecting forrifications at or near the city and port of New-York, may 
not be ſufliczent to put the ſaid city and port in a proper ſtate of defence, and in confidence that if fortiſi- 
cations ſhall be erected in any other ſtate or ſtates at the expence of the United States, that 1 20 8 
will be made to this ſtate proportionate to its exertions in that behalf, Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, That a ſum or 
ſums of money not exceeding in the whole the um of thirty thouſand pounds, ſhall be appropriated out 
of any monies which now are, or may come it © the treaſury for the purpoſe of repairing and erecting 
fortifications at or near the city and port of N. w-York, and the treaſurer is hereby required to pay the 
ſaid ſum or ſums of money upon warrant of the perſon adminiſtering the government of this Stave. 

And be it further enacted, That George Clinton, Matthew Clarkſon, James Watſon, Richard Varick, 
Nicholas Fiſh, Ebenezer, Stevens, and Abijah Hammond, ſhall be commiſſioners, with full power to re- 
pair and erect ſuch fortifications in the ſaid city, or its vicinity as they or a majority of them, ſhall deen 
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| ße and dend for the n of tha fad e city and its bolts and for that purpoſe they are hereby 


authoriſed to purchaſe and collect all ſuch materials as they ſhall deem neceſlary for repairing and erect- 
ing the ſame, and to the intent that they may be enabled to defray the expence of artificers, labourers,

And be it further enacted, That the faid commiſſioners, or a majority of them ſhall be, and hereby are 
directed to apply to the Preſident of the United States, for ſuch cannon and ammunition as in their 
opinion ſhall be neceſſary for the defence of the port and harbour of New-York, and in caſe the ſame 
ſhall nor be obtained, then the ſaid commiſſioners are hereby authorized and empowered to purchaſe or pro- 
cure the ſame in ſuch manner as they may think proper; and the treaſurer of this Rate is hereby autho- 
rized and directed to pay to the order of the faid commiſſioners upon a warrant to be iſſued by the per- 
ſon adminiſtering the government of this ſtate, ſuch farther ſums of money as may be neceſſary for the 
purpoſe not exceeding in the whole the ſum, of ten thouſand pounds. 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid commiſſioners to enter into and upon all 
and ſingular the land or lands covered with water where they ſhall deem it proper to erect the ſaid fortifi- 
cations, and to lay out and ſurvey ſuch lands, and having made ſuch ſurvey or ſurveys, to contract and a- 
gree with the owners of ſuch land or lands for ſo much of the ſame, and for any houſes or other tene- 
ments thereon being, as ſhall be requiſite for ſuch fortifications, and to purchaſe the ſame in the name, 
and behalf of the people of this ſtate, but if they cannot agree with the owners thereof reſpectively, or in 
caſe the owner or owners thereof ſhall be under age, non compos mentis, or out of the ſtate, then it ſhall 
be lawful for the ſaid commiſſioners to apply to the chancellor of this ſtate, who, upon ſuch application is 
hereby required to iſſue a writt or writts in the nature of a writt of ad quod damnum to be directed to the 
ſheriff of the county in which ſuch lands and tenements ſhall be, commanding him that by the oaths of 
twelve good and lawful men of his bailwick, he ſhall enquire whether the perſon or perſons owning any 
of the lands and tenements ſo to be applied to ſuch fortifications, or which ſhall be injured thereby, 
which perſon or perſons ſhall be named, and which lands and tenements ſhall be deſcribed, in ſuch writt 
or writts) will ſuffer and ſuſtain any and what damages by reaſon of taking ſuch lands and tenements for 
the ſaid fortifications or for any of them, or for the works thereunto belonging, and to return the ſame 
writt together with the finding of the ſaid jury, to the court of chancery of this ſtate, without delay, and 


upon ſuch writt being delivered to ſuch ſheriff, he ſhall give at leaſt fourteen days notice in wri-" 


ting, directed to all and every of the ſaid owners and occupants, and deliver the ſame to ſuch of them, 
as ſhall be within his bailwick, and whom he ſhall be able to diſcover, and ſhall alſo affix a copy of ſuch 
notice on the door of the court houſe within his bailwick, and on the door of any houſe of public wor- 
ſhip, neareſt to the premiſes, mentioning in ſuch notice the lands and tenements in the ſaid writt, deſcri- 
bed, and the time of executing the ſame, and ſhall cauſe to come upon or within the premiſes at the time 
appointed, twelve good and lawful men of his bailwick, as aforeſaid, and who ſhall be ſelected in ſuch 
manner as ſtruck juries are uſually ſelected, to whom he ſhall adminiſter an oath that they will diligently 
enquire concerning the matters and things in the ſaid writt ſpecified, and. a true verdict give according

E it enatted by the People. of the Stats of News-Y; N repreſented in En and Aſſembly, That the 

act entitled, An aCt to prevent the bringing in and ſpreading of infectious diſtempers i in this 

ſtate, ſhall extend to all veſſels coming from any port or place whatſoever. And that in the abſence 

of the perſon adminiſtering the government of this ſtate for the time being from the cities of Albany 

and Hudſon, the Mayor of the ſaid cities reſpeCtively, or in their abſence the recorders of theNiid ci- 

ties reſpeCtively, ſhall execute the act aforeſaid in the ſaid reſpective cities, and upon Hudſon's river 

oppoſite to the ſaid cities reſpectively, and within one mile above and below the ſame, and two or 

more Juſtices of the Peace reſiding;in any town in this State, bordering or lying upon any port or 

harbour of this State, ſhatl alſo execute the ſaid s in ſuch towns deren and upon the waters 
oppolite to the ſame towns. | | 
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: And be it rela enaFed, That it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid perſons hereby authoriſed to execute 
the ſaid act, ſo far as reſpects veſſels coming into the ports and harbours of this State, and alſo for any 


two or more Juſtices of any of the inland towns of the State, to take effectual meaſures to prevent 


the introduction and ſpreading of any infectious diſtemper into any part of the State by land, and for 
that purpoſe to ſtop, detain, and examine aay perſon coming from any place infected with any ſuch 
diſtemper; and if there ſhall be good cauſe to ſuſpect any perſon to be infected as aforeſaid, it ſhall 


be lawful for the perſon and perſons herein before authoriſed to execute this act, and the act afore- 


ſaid, to cauſe every ſuch perſon to be ſent out of the State, not being an inhabitant of this State, or 
kept in ſuch place as will not expoſe the inhabitants of the ſame to receive and take ſuch infectious 
diſtemper; and further, to authoriſe and appoint any ſuch perſon or perſons under him or them, to 


and in the execution of this and the act aforeſaid, as he or they may deem proper, and alſo to do 
every other act and thing which may be thought necefſary to carry into effect the object of this and 


the act aforeſaid, as fully as if the ſame was herein particularly expreſſed and provided for. On 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the treaſurer of this State for the time being, 
and he is hereby required, out of any monies not otherwiſe appropriated, from time to time to pay 
ſuch ſum and ſums of money as the perſon adminiſtering the government of this State for the time 
being ſhall, by warrant under his haud and ſeal, direct to be applied in and about the execution of 
this act and the act aforeſaid, not exceeding the ſum of one thouſand pounds in any one year. 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the perſon adminiſtering the govern- 
ment of this State for the time being, by and with the advice and conſent of the council of appoint- 
ment, to appoint ſuch phyſician in the cities of Albany and Hudſon for the purpoſes aforeſaid, as they 
may think neceſſary and proper; and the phyſician who ſhall, in purſuance of the ſaid act, examine 
any veſſel coming from a foreign port, ſhall be entitled to, and receive from the commander thereof, 
the ſum of three pounds, inſtead of the ſum mentioned in the ſaid act. 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful for the perſon adminiſtering the govern- 
ment for the time being, from time to time to appropriate the iſland commonly called and known by 
the name of Governor's Iſland, for the purpoſe of erecting buildings, or ſetting up tents thereon, for 


the reception or accommodation of any perſon or perſons infected, or ſuppoſed to be infected with 


any ſuch diſtemper as aforeſaid, or any other ſick or diſordered perſon or perfons, and their neceſſary 
attendants, any leaſe, grant, or demiſe made, or to be made by the regents of the univerſity notwith- 
ſtanding.

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CHAP, IV. 


An ACT for the further Sale of the unappropriated Lands of this State Paſſed 27th March, 1794. 


E it enatted 5y the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, That It 

ſhall be lawful for the commiſſioners of the land-office, and they are hereby required to direct 
the ſale of the reſidue of the unappropriated lands of this State, ſituate in the weſtern diſtrict thereof, 
to be made in the manner hercin after preſcribed, and that no other of the unappropriated lands of this 
State ſhall be ſold or diſpoſed of, until further legiſlative proviſion for that purpoſe be made, except- 
ing the lands under the waters of navigable rivers, as is directed by the eighteenth ſection of the act, 
entitled, An act for the ſpeedy ſale of the unappropriated lands within this State, and for other pur- 
poſes therein mentioned, paſſed the 5th day of May 1786. Provided always, and be it further emacted, 
That nothing herein contained ſhall in any wiſe be deemed to extend to any of the lands reſerved to 
the Oneida, Onondago, or Cayuga Indians, nor to the lands purchaſed from the Onondago Indians 
by the agents on the part of this State, appointed by the act, entitled, An act relative to the lands 
appropriated by this State to the uſe of the Oneida, Onondago, and Cayuga Indians, paſſed the 1 ith 
of March 1793, nor to any lands heretofore reſerved by law for public uſes, or for the uſe of this 
State, or to any lands in the county of Onondago, other than the hundrel acre lots herein after men- 
tioned, 2 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid commiſſioners, and they are hereby re- 
quired to direct the ſurveyor- general to cauſe actual ſurvey to be made of the unappropriated lands of 
this State, ſituate in the ſaid weſtern diſtrict, and that every of the tracts fo td be ſurveyed as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall be laid out into a town or towns, containing as nearly as may be ſixty-four thouſand acres 
each, and as nearly in ſquares as local circumſtances will permit; and that each town ſhall be laid out 
and ſurveyed into lots of one hundred and ſixty acres, which ſhall alſo be as nearly ſquare as may be, 
and the lots in each town ſhall be numbered from number one progreſſively to the lalt incluſive. 

And be it further enacted, That the ſurveyor- general ſhall make, or cauſe to be made, a map of each of 
the ſaid tracts ſo to be ſurveyed as aforeſaid, diſtinguiſhing on ſuch map each town, and the lots therein 
contained, which map ſhall be fixed up in the ſaid ſuryeyor-general's office, and one copy thereof to be fur- 
niſhed by him, ſhall alfo be fixed up in the office of the Secretary of this State; and the laid Surveyor-ge- 
neral and Secretary, ſhall reſpectively permit any perſon whatever freely to inſpect the ſaid maps between 
the hours of nine and twelve in the morning, and three and fix in the afternoon of every day (Sundays 
excepted), and the ſaid maps ſhall, after the ſale of the lands deſcribed thereon, as herein after direct- 
ed, be filed in the offices of the ſaid Surveyor-general and Secretary reſpectively.

Aud be it further tnafted, That cke treaſurer of this ſtate be, and he is hereby. betten and direted 
þ 7 pay to Williach North, Silas Talbot, and Theodorus V. W. Graham, commiſſioners for erecting 
bridges, and improving roads in the Weſtern Diſtrict of this ſtate, or either of them, the ſum of one

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| {Mohawk river, below the Cohoes, or great Falls, on the faid river, and that * ſaid e ac- 


count for the ſaid ſum before the auditor of this State, together with the ſum heretofore committed to 


their truſt, for the purpoſes aforeſaid, in the manner heretofore preſcribed by law. 
And be further enactad, That the treaſurer ſhall-pay to John Taylor or his order, the ſum of eleven 
-hundred and forty-th * pounds, ten ſhillings and two pence, in full for caſh and other articles advan- 
ced by him to defray the expences incurred in negociations with the Onida, Cayuga, and Onondaga 
Indians, in conſequence of concurrent reſolutions of the Senate and Aſſembly, during the preſent 


| ſeſſion, including a ballance due ſince laſt year, as appears by accounts rendered. 


And be it further enactad, That the treaſurer of this ſtate ſhall pay to George Clinton, governor of 
this ſtate, or to his order, the ſum of two hundred and forty-one pounds, nine ſhillings and five pence, 


it being the amount of a ballance certified to be due to him by the auditor, for ſundry expences in- 


curred in adminiſtering the government of this ſtate during the laſt year. 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be in the diſcetion of the Brigadier-Generals reſpectively, 
to direct that the buttons of the uniform of the militia in their reſpective brigades, ſhall be either of 
white or yellow metal; any ching! in the act for organizing the militia of this ſttate, to the contrary 
notwithſtanding. a 

And be it further enacted, That the treaſurer be, and hereby is directed to pay unto Hendrick Onon- 
takoi, an Oneida Indian, the ſum of forty dollars, in full for a compenſation for his ſervices rendered 
to this State in the late war. 

And be it further enacted, and the treaſurer is hereby directed aud required, to pay unto Peter Van 
Neſs, John Williams, and John Kinneckerbacker, junr. commiſſioners of Highways for the Eaſtern 
Diſtrict, or to either of them, the ſum of one hundred pounds, to be by them laid out and expended 
in the laying out and repairing the roads and bridges from the north end of Lake George, to the ſouth 
line of the town of Willſborough, in the county of Clinton. 

And be it further enacted, That the treaſurer of this ſtate ſhall be, and he is hereby directed, to pay to 
Elizabeth Mabie, the widow of Cornelius P. Mabie, the ſum of one hundred and ſixty-feven pounds 
and four pencez and to Margaret Ackerſon, the widow of John Ackerſon, ninety-four pounds eighteen 
ſhillings and five pence, and to Huldah Lyon, who was the widow Ezekiel Hawiey, junior, the tum 
of thirty-five pounds, ſix ſhillings and ſeven pence, and to Ann Jones, the widow of Thomas Jones, 
the ſum of one thouſand and ſeventy-four pounds, and three ſhillings; and to Sarah Corey, the widow 
of Griffin Corey, the ſum of one hundred and fixty-nine pounds, thirteen ſhillings and five pence, for 
their rights of Dower in the lands and tenements whereof their ſaid reſpective huſbands were ſcized, 
and which have been ſold by the commiſſioners of forfeitures, upon their reſpectively executing and 
delivering to the treaſurer of this ſtate, releaſes of their dower and rights of dower reſpectively, of and 
in the ſaid lands and tenements, to the people of this ſtate, and to the perſons reſpectively holding 
the ſaid lands and tenements, or any part thereof. 
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An ACT relative te the Indians reſident within this State. 
Paſſed the 27th March, 1794. 


E it enatted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and Aſſembly, That the 
perſon adminiſtering the government of this ſtate, and William North, John Taylor, Abraham 
Van Veghten, Abraham Ten Broeck, Peter Ganſevoort, junior, and Simeon De Witt, arc hereby ap- 
pointed truſtees for the Indians reſiding within this ſtate, and for each and every tribe of them, with 
full power to make ſuch agreements and arrangements with the Oneida, Onondago, and Cayuga Indians, 
or any or either of them, reſpecting the lands reſerved for their uſe, or claimed by them or any part or parts 
thereof, as ſhall tend to produce an annual income to the ſaid Indians, and to inſure their good will and 
friendſhip to the people of the United States. Provided always, That every grant or conveyance to be 
obtained from any of the ſaid Indians, or nations or tribes of Indians, ſhall be to the uſe of the people 
of this ſtate. And provided alſo, 'That every ſuch grant or conveyance ſhall be in feegand with full 
power to extinguiſh the claims of any other Indians, to any other lands within this ſtate, except the 
lands the pre-emption whereof is ceded to the commonwealth of Maſſachuſetts, in ſuch manner as they 
may think proper, and with power to appoint an agent or agents, as occaſion may require, for the pur- 
poſes aforeſaid, but no agreement to be made by any ſuch agent or agents, ſhall be valid unleſs ratified 
by the ſaid truſtees. 

And be it further enafted, That the conſideration for the purchaſe or ceſſion of the right of the Oneida, 
Onondaga, or Cayuga Indians, to any lands reſerved to their uſe, or to the uſe of either of the ſaid 
nations or tribes, ſhall be an anuity, and that no more money ſhall be paid at the time of ſuch purchai? or 
ceſſion, than the amount of ſuch annuity for one year. But the conſideration for the extinguiſhment 
of any claim of the ſaid Indians, or any other Indians, to any other lands within this ſtate, ſhall be paid 
at the time of making the contract, or within one year thereafter. _ 

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for the perſon adminiſtering the government of this 
ſtate, and he is hereby required, from time to time, by warrant under his hand, to draw from the trea- 
ſury of this ſtate, ſuch ſum and ſums of money, as a majority of the ſaid truſtees thall deem neceflary, 
to be expended and applied in the execution of the truſt and power hereby granted, not exceeding in 


the whole five thouſand pounds, and the treaſurer of this tate is hereby required, out of any womes he
